Elberta. Tunis (AP*.—This city has in its harbor a fleet of war­ 
ships which nobody seems to own or to care about. 
The fleet includes a dozen ironclads which before the war were 
formidable fighters. They wore then part of the fleet of the Russian 
Czar, and later were captured by General Wrangel. 
When General Wrangel abandoned his effort to overthrow the 
Bolsheviks, the fleet came to Bizerta. This was in November, 1920, 
They have been here ever since. 
France proposed to sell the vessels in 1923. They then were 
valued at $300,000 OOO. But the U. S. S. It. notified t rance that the 
fleet was soviet property. 
France answered that she recognized this but until she also 
recognized the soviet government, the latter could not have the fleet 
—and in the meantime France did not guarantee to keep the ships 
In condition. 
Tliis was u diplomatic answer—France’* terms for the recogni­ 
tion of Russia included the payment of $ GOO.OOO ,000 Russian imperial 
bonds owned in France. These negotiations came to nothing. 
When France finally recognized the soviet, there was some doubt 
whether tile fleet was worth moving to Russia to sell for junk. 
There is still more doubt today. 
The ships still float, but are expected to besing sinking soon. 
Both governments seem to have forgotten about them.
